AN ACT Rel ating to high-performance green buil di ngs; adding a new
section to chapter 39.04 RCW adding a new section to chapter 28B.10
RCW adding a new section to chapter 28A 150 RCW and adding a new
chapter to Title 39 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The Ilegislature finds that public
buil dings can be built and renovated using high-performnce nethods
that save noney, inprove school performance, and nmake workers nore
producti ve. Hi gh- performance green buildings are proven to increase
student test scores, reduce worker absenteeism and cut energy and
utility costs.

(2) It is the intent of the legislature that state-owned buil dings
and school s be inproved by adopting nationally recogni zed standards for
hi gh- performance green buildings and allowing flexible nethods and
choices in how to achieve those standards. The legislature also
intends that independent performance audits be used to nonitor this
program and ensure that our economic, conmunity, and environnental
goal s are achi eved each year.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The definitions in this section apply
t hroughout this chapter unless the context clearly requires otherw se.
(1) "Conparabl e design standard" neans a standard, conparable to
the LEED silver standard with equivalent thresholds, that has been
approved by the state board of education for public school districts.
(2) "Department” nmeans the departnment of general adm nistration.
(3) "LEED silver standard"” neans the United States green buil ding

council | eadership in energy and environnmental design green building
rating standard, referred to as silver standard.
(4) "Mpjor facility project” neans: (a) A construction project

| arger than five thousand gross square feet of occupied space; and (b)
a building renovation project when the cost is greater than fifty
percent of the assessed value and the project is larger than five
t housand gross square feet of occupied space. "Major facility" does
not include transmtter buildings, punping stations, or other simlar
buil ding types as determ ned by the departnent.

(5) "Public agency" neans every state office, officer, board,
comm ssion, conmttee, bureau, departnent, and public higher education
institution.

(6) "Public higher education institution"” nmeans a public four-year
college or wuniversity or a public two-year comunity or technica
col | ege.

(7) "Public school district" neans the sanme as described in RCW
28A. 315. 005.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) Al major facility projects of public
agencies receiving any funding in a state capital budget shall be
desi gned, constructed, and certified to at |east the LEED silver
standard. This subsection (1) applies to major facility projects that
have not entered the design phase prior to the effective date of this
section.

(2) All major facility projects of any entity other than a public
agency or public school district receiving any funding in a state
capital budget shall be designed, constructed, and certified to at
| east the LEED silver standard. This subsection (2) applies to ngjor
facility projects that have not entered the design phase prior to the
effective date of this section and to the extent appropriate LEED
silver standards exist for that type of building or facility.
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(3) All major facility projects of public school districts shall be
desi gned, constructed, and certified to at |east the LEED silver
standard or a conparabl e design standard. This subsection (3) applies
to major facility projects that have not entered the design phase prior
to: (a) July 1, 2006, for class one school districts; and (b) July 1,
2007, for class two school districts.

(4) Public agencies and public school districts shall nonitor and
docunent ongoing operating savings resulting from mpjor facility
projects designed, constructed, and certified as required under this
section. Public agencies shall report annually to the departnent on
its major facility projects and operating savings, while public school
districts shall report annually to the office of the superintendent of
public instruction.

(5) The departnent and the superintendent of public instruction
shall each consolidate the reports required in subsection (4) of this
section into one report and each shall report to the governor and
| egi sl ature by Septenber 1st of each even-nunbered year beginning in
2006. In its report, the departnment and superintendent of public
instruction shall also report on the inplenentation of this chapter and
make recomrendations regarding the ongoing inplenentation of this
chapter, including a discussion of incentives and di sincentives rel ated
to inplenmenting this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1)(a) The departnent, in consultation with
affected public agencies, shall develop and issue guidelines for
adm nistering this chapter for public agencies. The purpose of the
guidelines is to define a procedure and nethod for enploying and
verifying activities necessary for certification to at |east the LEED
silver standard for major facility projects.

(b) The departnent shall amend its fee schedule for architectura
and engi neering services to accomodate the requirenents in the design
of major facility projects under this chapter.

(2) The state board of education, in consultation wth the
departnent and the superintendent of public instruction, shall devel op
and issue guidelines for adm nistering this chapter for public school
districts. The purpose of the guidelines is to define a procedure and
met hod for enploying and verifying conpliance with the LEED silver
standard or a conparabl e design standard in major facility projects.
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(3) The departnent shall create a high-performance buil dings
advisory committee conprised of affected public agencies, the state
board of education, the office of the superintendent of public
instruction, and others at the departnent's discretion to provide
advice on inplenenting this chapter. Anmong other things, the advisory
commttee shall nmake recommendations regarding an education and
training process and an ongoi ng eval uati on or feedback process to help
t he department and the state board of education inplenent this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 39.04 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Notw thstanding any other provision in this chapter, public
wor ks project requests for proposals or bids on major facility projects
required to be high-performance green buil dings under chapter 39.-- RCW
(sections 1 through 4 of this act) shall provide for perfornmance-based
contracting, bui l ding comm ssioni ng, or responsible bidding as
necessary to design, construct, and certify the major facility project
to nmeet the LEED silver standard. Major facility projects required to
be hi gh-performance green buil di ngs nust include buil ding conm ssioni ng
as a critical cost-saving part of the construction process. I n
addition, project design and construction team participants and project
ownership representatives are required in the requests for proposals or
bids on mpjor facility projects to engage in a facilitated design
process that develops wunderstanding of the LEED silver standard
criteria, initiated early and naintai ned consistently throughout all
phases of design and deci si on maki ng.

(2) The departnment of general adm nistration shall adopt rules to
i npl emrent this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. A new section is added to chapter 28B. 10 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Hi gher education institutions nust conply wth high-performnce
green building requirenents under chapter 39.-- RCW(sections 1 through
4 of this act).
